e Projects:

o The LC-17 crew is finishing up the concrete pour at Channel 2, they will start installing topsoil
this week in the channel, getting Change Order for Bandera side work, and start the punch list

crews this week.

o Leon Valley Street Maintenance Year 2 — the company has completed all but the sidewalk ADA

ramps in Forest Oaks.

o Staff is still waiting on approval from VIA for the library and park bus shelter artwork. Once
received, it is to be installed.
o City Crews will be installing concrete on El Verde Road in front of the fire station. We expect
the work to begin as soon as we receive the plan from our engineer.
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Shade structures have been ordered for the new parks and the smaller playground at Raymond
Rimkus Park.

Staff is working with CPS Energy and ClearResult to identify ways the City can reduce their
energy usage at city facilities.

SAWS has repaired the leak in the recycled water main in Huebner Creek, next to the library.
Bexar County is moving forward with the installation of flood gates along Poss and Evers. They
expect to install them in October.

Staff is contacting construction and landscaping companies for the remodel of the restrooms at
the Leon Valley Community Pool and installation of landscaping in the adjacent vacant lot.
The Grass Hill generator, Forest Meadow drainage improvements, and Huebner at Balky and
Huebner at Leon Valley Elementary crosswalk projects will start this month. The Forest Meadow
entrance to the park will be limited, as this area is in the work zone. Community Gardeners will
be able to tend to their plots while the work is in progress.

Staff will begin choosing streets for the FY 2020 Street Maintenance Project.

The engineer will begin preparing bid documents for the Grass Hill elevated tank rehabilitation
project.

Plans for ADA sidewalk extensions across the alleys in Linkwood will begin.

Staff is getting quotes for new Capital items for the park, which include new picnic tables, a
fitness station, and new pavilion.

This device relives pressure when
the traction is applied and reduces pain while we transport to the hospital.

e Fire Fighter Bail Out Drill Training (continuous education training) - Fire fighter bail out drill is
used in an emergency. While rescuing trapped victims from a second story home/building a fire fighter
usually returns to see if there are additional victims. Although wearing fire retardant gear it will burns
over a certain temperature. We sometime encounter a stage of a fire called a flashover where all
contents in the house reach its flash point and ignite. This creates an abundance of heat causing the fire
fighter to retreat. With this extreme heat the firefighter jumps out of the window head first and adjust to
slide down the ladder to return to a safer atmosphere.

= Z(C-2019-02 (Zone Change) - A Zone Change from B-2 with SO, Sustainability Overlay
District Zoning to PD, Planned Development District at 6617 Evers Road.

e Board of Adjustment

o Staff has received a request for a variance at 6617 Evers Road. This request is currently on hold
pending the outcome of the associated zone change and SUP for this property.

o The Board of Adjustment is tentatively planning to hold a special meeting in September to hold a
training session for newly adopted variance criteria.

e Plats

o Staff has an open replat request by Huebner Dirt Investments Ltd. for 2.418 acres located on
Huebner Road. The replat would potentially create 3 lots. The land is undeveloped and is
currently zoned B-1 and B-2. The applicant plans to request a rezoning of the property and has
postponed his plat application until that time. An SUP will also be required for new commercial
development on the site because it is adjacent to residential zoning.

o Staff has received an amending plat request for Linkwood Addition Lots 8 & 9. This purpose of
this plat is to combine these two lots into one lot in order to facilitate the development of this
tract which is generally located just south of Bush’s Chicken.

e City Council
